ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A transfer film, on which an adhesive is applied, is glued 
to plural spacers formed on a glass substrate. The glass 
substrate is laid on a working table, and one end of the transfer 
film is fixed to a winding roller. A peeling guide is set at a 
position over the transfer film. The winding roller is driven 
to wind the transfer film while the working table moves 
horizontally. ^ While winding the transfer film, the angle between 
the glass substrate and the transfer film is kept constant. After 
the transfer film is peeled off, the adhesive is uniformly 
transferred to each of the spacers. 
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
